INTRODUCTION 


With the idea that a town report should contain more 
than facts and figures, you will find several new fea- 
tures and changes in this year's town report. 


Probably the most important new features are the 
pages dealing with the breakdown and explanation of . 
some of the budget items. Of interest also, may be 
who some of the organizations are that ask for support 
from the towns and where these figures are in the bud- 
get and what services they provide the citizenry. The 
Selectmen have also made comments and references on 
various other items in other places in the report. The 
"bits and pieces" of items of town interest are added 
so that various events and happenings of the town will 
bes put 1nto printwand into, nistory. 


This additional information is in no way intended 
to replace hearings or the town meeting but simply in- 
tended to clarify and explain material that may be 
presently misunderstood or unknown and to inform just 
exactly what amount of money is being spent by each 
department. 


In an effort to make each department and the people 
of that department more aware of the costs of not only 
running but also maintaining each department, the costs 
of insurance and electricity have been pro-rated, ac- 
cording to the best available information, and are in- 
cluded in each department budget for 1978. The excep- 
tions are under the insurance heading that shows the 
cost of the Bonds for the Trustees of Trust Funds and 
other officials that must be bonded and Workmen's 
Compensation insurance. And under the heading of Town 
Hall, insurance for the Community Hall and the cost of 
heating the hall portion of the building is included in 
that budget item along with monies for the maintenance 
of the building and the completion of work in progress. 
Other items that have insurance and/or electricity 
written in are the Police Department (insurance only), 
Fire Department, Town Officers' Expenses, Library and 
Highway Departments. 


Health Department items include the following sup- 
port: Cheshire Hospital - $251.00; Monadnock Family and 
Mental Health Services - $234.00; Ambulance services 
provided by the City of Keene - $967.00; and North 
Cheshire County Home Health Service - $304.80. 
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Advertising and Regional Association include the 
following support: Southwestern N.H. Regional Planning 
Commission - $345.44; Monadnock Region Association - 
$156.CGO and N.H. Municipal Association - $200.00. 


There is discussion at each town meeting concerning 
the various types of funds that the Highway Department 
receives, where they come from and how they can be used. 
Here then, is an explanation of the money available to 
be spent on town roads in the year 1978, to be decided 
by the Town and the Board of Selectmen. 


The Road Agent is seeking a total of $32,500.00; 
$30,000.00 for the care and maintenance of highways 
and bridges and $2,500.00 for insurance and electricity. 
The Town will receive $9,578.40 ‘subsidy from the State 
of New Hampshire and will have to appropriate an ad- 
OPeronal oo22.3.9021.60 tospesralsed Dy, Caxat. On. 


In addition, the Town must appropriate $458.31, to 
be raised by taxation, if it wants to receive a total 
Gtupo.0o0.41 trom the state: of N.Hs» This TRA money 
($3,055.41) will then be applied to the outstanding 
note due this year on the accelerated project. The 
Town will then appropriate an additional $944.59 to 
be raised, again, by taxation to equal the full $4,000. 
due in 1978. The final note on the Hubbard Road is 
$4,000.00 and due in 1979. When TRA money is available 
the Town may elect to accept the money and use the rela- 
tively small amounts each year on small projects or it 
may ‘choose to develop a large project and borrow money 
in anticipation of this income, and project re-payment 
over several years. 


Duncan Fund money is available to smaller towns to 
be spent on the care of Class V highways. Each year 
the Selectmen and the Road Agent select several projects 
that they feel are within the guidelines of Duncan Fund 
spending. They then meet with the local state highway 
engineer to discuss the projects and to be sure that 
they are within the guidelines. Presently, there is a 
balance of. $4,572.56 from the 1977 Duncan Funds ‘The 
Town expects to receive $5,466.39 from this fund in 
7 S.e COUS. Chere will bea, total -ofs $10,038.95 avai l— 
able to the Town of Sullivan to be used in part or in 
total.

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PUBLIC LIBRARY TRUSTEES REPORT 


The library loaned 1,738 books to townspeople in the 
VERT LUT. 
Town library books loaned - 1,534 
State Bookmobile books loaned - 204 
Adult books loaned - 532 
Juvenile books loaned - 1,206 
This is an increase of 111 books from 1976's records. 


We have a total of 2,998 books in our library: 768 
books were added in 1977 by purchase or as gifts. We 
are endebted to the Chester McMartin family for their 
generous gift of books from the library of their daugh- 
ter, the late Betsy McMartin. A new Webster's Unabridg- 
ed Dictionary was also given to the library in their 
daughter's memory. 


The trustees thank again all those who donated used 
books. Herbert Nims, Sullivan taxidermist, has given 
the library a highly prized collection of native water 
fowl and birds which will form an interesting part of 
the decor in our new library building. 


Several choice selections have been purchased from 
the Bessie Jewett Memorial Book Fund and from the Viola 
Hurst Memorial Book Fund. 


Twelve Sullivan Town History books were sold in 1977. 
Monies from the sales are designated by the trustees to 
be spent for the purchase of new or available Cheshire 
County town histories. The new Stoddard, Westmoreland 
and Richmond histories have been added. 


The money earned at our Flea Market and Used Book 
Sale last August has been set aside for the purchase of 
library furnishings when we move to the new facilities 
in July. The Ladies Volunteers of Sullivan have donated 
$400 for catalog files. The unused portion of the 1976 
librarian's salary has been used to buy table, chairs 
and book racks for the children's area. 


The new library (remodeled Town Hall at Sullivan 
Center) was ready for occupancy last summer but with the 
emergency school situation, Grades I and II are now us- 
ing the building for classes. 


Twenty-four children participated in the Summer Va- 


cation Reading program. Certificates, award pins and 
gift books were presented at the end of summer. 
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Marjorie W. Smith was librarian in 1977. Library 
hours continue to be on Wednesdays from 3 - 7 p.m. The 
library will be open 8 hours a week starting in July, 
1978.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


Just a look at the Detailed Statement of Payments 
for the Highway Department Repair Parts Expense will 
give you some idea of the age of our present highway 
equipment and how badly new equipment is needed. The 
Town needs a new sander, the "Army" truck needs brake 
work and the tractor is old and should be replaced. 
The four wheel drive and dump trucks are running fair- 
ly well but both need new bodies. A small, used back- 
hoe; for use on the tractor was purchased this Spring. 


During the summer the Ellis Road was graveled, im- 
proved and the sharp curve near the end was widened. 
Culverts were installed on Bowlder, Ellis, Apple Hill 
and Price Roads and Tyler Lane. Graveling and improve- 
ments were made on Bowlder, Apple Hill, Cross, Ferry 
Brook and Price Roads and Tyler Lane. 


Last Fall, the town barn was broken into and the 
tools were taken. This type of act only increases the 
expenses of the highway department. 


Another look at the Detailed Statement of Payments 
under the Highway Department Wages will show that a lot 
of time has been spent by the road crew trying to keep 
the roads in good repair and clear of snow and ice. We 
hope that you feel that the time is well spent and the 
roads are satisfactory.

SULLIVAN POLICE DEPARTMENT 


During the past year the Sullivan Police Department 
handled the following calls: 36 traffic accidents, 30 
domestic..complaints;: LL, burglary, 15) ringing.alarms,. 3 
attempted stolen vehicles, 11 warnings for speeding, 

40 disabled vehicles and checks, 7 larceny, 8 defec- 
tive equipment, 6 missing persons, 5 malicious destruc- 
tion, 1 assault and animal complaints: 26 dogs, 3 goats, 
15 cows. 1 pig, 4 horses, and 3 cats. Sixteen (16) traf- 
fic summons were issued and the following arrests were 
made: DWI 13, driving to endanger 1, larceny 1, burgla- 
ry 3, assault 1, .aand. public, intoxication Ly The wricerae 
have taken thirty-four (34) cases to court with thirty- 
two (32) convictions and two (2) cases had the charges 
dropped. In addition to the various police-type calls, 
the officers assist with fire and ambulance calls. 

Total police calls for 1977 were 294 and to answer these 
calls, and do patrolling, total mileage was 6,470. 


All officers presently on the Sullivan Police Depart- 
ment have attended a "Part Time Police Officers Train- 
ing'' course at Keene State College. This course was 
funded by the N.H. Police Training and Standard Council. 
Elaine Wheeler has, additionally, completed a two week 
"On Scene Accident Investigation Course" at Concord 
funded by the State Highway Department. 


There are several other schools and courses available 
for next year that the present police officers are will- 
ing to donate their time to attend. These courses in- 
clude instruction in the use of revolver pistols, breath- 
alyzer operation and seminars on Juvenile Delinquents 
and are funded by state agencies. The Sullivan Police 
Department has been working very closely with the 
Sheriff's Department and State and Local Police Depart- 
ments. We feel that our working relationships with 
these departments is very good at this time. We also 
feel that we have achieved good public relations with 
the townspeople of Sullivan and hope to continue this 
ing) SiS. 


Police Department records have been improved and 
thus the paper work has grown. Every complaint answer- 
ed is filed and then there is a cross file. This is 
something that has needed to be done. There are reports 
to the Selectmen, to the State of N.H., the Sheriff's 
Department and to the State Police. In the case of an 
accident, reports go to the State of N.H., our files 
and copies to each of the insurance agencies. Record 
keeping and court time are not charged to the town, the 
police officers have been donating their time. 
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Since the largest number of arrests were for DWI, 
the police officers thought the Town should have some 
idea of what happens on this type of arrest and how 
much time is spent on just this one type of call. 


Once the police officer has reason for stopping a 
driver and motor vehicle, the license of the operator 
and registration of the vehicle are checked. If the 
officer feels that the driver is intoxicated, he is 
asked to take a sobriety test at the scene. If any one 
of several tests indicate that the driver is DWI, he 
is placed under arrest and is given his rights. The 
Subject is then taken to Keene Police Department where 
he may be given a breath test. If the Breathalyzer 
Shows that he is DWI, he is given a summons to appear 
in court. Then the paper work begins for the officer. 
Identification Record Form, Permit to Give Alcohol Test 
Form, Alcohol Influence Report Form, Complaint Form and 
Property Receipt. The officer will then contact a bail 
bondsman for a bail fee or he will have to sit with the 
offender for four hours. Now the paper work starts 
again. A report of what has happened on this one arrest 
is written for the police files. Checks must be made 
for prior records both locally and with the State Police. 
Next the case appears in court. The police officer may 
handle this himself and prosecute his own case or it may 
be handled by the Assistant County Attorney. In either 
instance, it means at least two court appearances for 
each DWI case. From the time the car and driver were 
originally stopped, and not including the court time, 
one DWI arrest has taken a police officer from four to 
eight hours to process. :

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MONADNOCK REGION SCHOOL 
DISTRICT BOARD REPORT 


The past year has turned out to be a very good one 
for the Monadnock Regional School District and for Sul- 
livan in» particular. The highitent of the year, 1 my 
opinion, was the passage of the $470,000 bond issue 
which is enabling the district to make substantial ad- 
ditions to the Sullivan, Gilsum and Surry schools. By 
September of this year elementary children in our town 
can look forward to going to school in a vastly improv- 
ed facility, which should contribute greatly to the 
amelioration of the educational process. In connection 
with this renovation and additional construction, I am 
happy to report that the district was able to borrow 
the money at a very favorable 5% interest rate, which 
Should make the burden of the bond issue as bearable as 
possible. 


As construction began this year, we were most for- 
tunate to have the assistance of the Selectmen and the 
Library Trustees, who most generously made the new li- 
brary building available for the first and second grades. 
The benefits of this generosity were evident from the 
first day of school, and the teachers have commented 
that this has been a more productive year for them as 
a result. I would be remiss if I did not mention here 
that the new addition to the Sullivan teaching staff, 
Christine Pemrick, has done a remarkable job of instruct- 
ing the first two grades aided by Alice Garrapy, a most 
capable and unselfish person. 


As we look to the school district meeting to be held 
in late March, there are a couple of items on the war- 
rant which deserve your attention. The first of these 
is a proposal to elect school board representatives at 
the same time that town officers are elected. Although 
my support of this proposal turned out to be a minority 
one on the board, I hope you will support the proposal 
because I believe that any step that can be taken which 
makes it easier to exercise one's right as a citizen 
Should be encouraged. A second proposal would expand 
the soccer program in the high school by means of a 
modest investment of funds. Since the very nature of 
football tends to exclude the participation of persons 
of modest stature, I believe that the addition of soccer 
would be a welcome one.
